Culvert Work on City’s 
Lake Creek Being Done 


HEBER CITY—Heber City Pub- 
lic Works Department is trying to 
fix Lake Creek so that it will stay in 
its banks next year. 

According to Bob Muir, Public 
Works Director, the culverts that 
are being installed are to prevent 
any flooding that might take place 
in the future. 

“We're replacing the 36 inch 
pipes with 50 inch squash pipes,” 
explained Muir. ‘‘They’re wider, 
not as high, so we don’t ESE to 
dig any deeper.” 


They are putting a 2 percent 
grade on all the culverts to keep 
sand and gravel build-up to a 
minimum. 

The new pipes will allow about 
Ys more water .through the 
culverts than the existing pipes 
do. The new pipes are being 
installed in several locations 
where flooding. occured this 
spring. 

The city crews have already 
installed pipes in Sth East, Ist 
South, and 2nd East, and will 


completing installation on 4th 
West and 2nd North. 

Besides installing new pipes, 
they are going to be dredging the 
river bed, removing all the debries 
that might cause a slowing of the 
water. This clean-up will be the 
biggest part of the next months 
work. 

Muir said that besides working 
on the river bed, they would be 
working on the streets, repairing 
potholes, while the weather is 
warm.
